THE TRADE AGREEMENT OPERATING 

C ANADA'S NEW TRADE AGREEMENT 

with the United States went into effect on 
Wednesday. This it the final outcome of negotiations 
between the governments which were begun several 
years ago and quickly completed by Premier Mac¬ 
kenzie King and President Roosevelt. Uoder the pro¬ 
visions of the agreement both countries grant one an¬ 
other what is known as the most-favored-nation treat¬ 
ment, but with special concessions in a number of 
commodities. The undertaking laya down, however, 
that advantages now or hereafter accorded exclusively 
to countries of the British Empire shall be excepted 
from its operation. 

It will be recalled that after Mr. Mackenzie King 
signed the pact he expressed the hope the agreement 
would restore trade between the two countries, and 
added: "To an anxious and troubled world we hope 
that there will be opened to the nations, by force of 
our example, vistas of a surer path to progress and a 
ynore lasting road to peace." President Roosevelt put 
it this way: "The agreement planes the trade relations

The chief executive of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company aigties that the thought of our 
being better off than most of the nations “is important 
in' that it provides a yardstick for the appraisement 
of our own present situation, and a just basis for the 
estimate of our future." With the exception of Great 
Britain, he goes on. "no one of the larger countries 
presents evidence of having edvanced so far along the 
road to re establishment of industry or to normal 
commercial activity on what appears to be a permanent 
basis" as Canada now presents. 

It should be reasonable to suppose that Sir Edward 
Beatty welcomes the beginning of the operation of die 
new trade agreement between Canada and the United 
Stales. Hu huge transportation concern depends upon 
the movement of goods, across this continent, across 
the seven seas—especially the Pacific—and from the 
purely economic sense, as far as railways are con¬ 
cerned. it does not matter whether those goods fall 
under the category or exports or imports. Both 
exports and imports require the services of the trans¬ 
portation companies. 

We suggest that **a just basis for estimate for 
our future” it that both of our great railway trans¬ 
portation systems will regsin much of the business 
they have lost in the last few years. They will regain 
it because there is in oftice at Ottawa a government 
which believes in the fullest measure of selling and 
buying—a government which has no use for an eco- 


I am confident that this 
constructive step will contribute greatly to the economic 
recovery of both the United States and Canada." 

As United Slates Secretary of Stale Cordell Hull 
had much to do with the negotiations, and as a stout 
believer in free trade betwren nation and nation, this 
was his interpretation of the significance of the pact: 
"While other parts of the world are slipping in the 
-direction of economic suicide, this trade agreement 
between our two countries marks an outstanding step 
in the direction of economic sanity. It seeks to stimu¬ 
late aound and healthy trade relationships, and thereby 
restore employment and wholesome prosperity to the 
peoples of both countries. It sets an example of what 
must be done to establish a solid foundation on which 
to build a suitable structure for world peace." 

The agreement affects sixty items of Canadian 
exports to the United States. There are reductions 
in duties ranging from one-third to one-half on live 
cattle, with a quota of 155.000 head annually, and 
with additional smaller quotas for dairy cattle and 
calves. It is easy to realize the benefit these eonces- 
.sioas will give to the livestock industry of the Do- 
.minion. Here are other details covered by the 
agreement: 

The duty on cream is reduced from slightly over 
56 cents per gallon , to 35 cents on a quantity of 
1.500,000 gallons anuslly. 

Important to the Maritime Provinces is a seasonal 
reduction of the doty on reed potatoes from 75 to 
-45 cent* per cwt.^ with a quota of 750,000 bushels, 
which is three times the present export.

FIRE LOSSES 
ARE REDUCED

Toronto, Jan. 3. — Although 
Canadian gold nifties produced 
more metal In the year Just 
closed than ever before In hUtory.

' APTLE. CABBAGE AND 
| RAISIN SALAD 

I TWO cups finely shredded cabbage. 

' 2 rad applet. 14 cup seedless raisins. 

| 1 teaspoon sugar, 4 cup seedless 
ralsllns. l teaspoon sugar. 4 teaspoon 
salt, 4 teaspoon pepper, 2 tabl e sp o o n s 
lemon juice. « tablespoons salad oil. 

Mix sugar, salt and pepper with 
lemon Juice. Slowly add oil. beating 
it in with * fork or a beater. Beat 
until smooth. Wash applet, cut in 
quarter and remove cores. Cut in 
dice without peeling and drop at ones 
into dressing to prevent discoloration. 
Add cabbage and raisin* and teas 
lightly with a fork until thoroughly 
blended. Serve four to six person. No 
lettuce 1 * needed for this salad, which 
makes it a boon to the woman who 
livea in ths country and can’t get 
fresh greens for salads aa easily as 
her city sister. 

BAKED BEAN AND BACON SALAD 
This makes a hearty dish for r 
family luncheon. 

Tbw cups baked beans. 4 thin siloes 
bacon, 4* tablespoons minced sour 
pickle. 1-3 cup tomato catsup. French 
dressing. 

If beans art not dry. drain thor¬ 
oughly. Cook bacon until crisp and 
cut In small dice. Combine beans, 
bacon and pickle with catsup and 
serve on a bed of crisp curly endive. 
Paw french dressing. Serves four. 
LIMA BEAN AND CELERY SALAD 
Taro cups lima beans, (canned or 
carefully cookd dried ones), 1 cup 
diced celery.
